bird Is iii . 
it is said to light up its

with clay or s o f t mud. There seems to 
la? little doubt of tho fact. 
Dr. Purlin nan says: “At night each 
of the habitations Is lighted up by a 
firefly Htuek in the top with a piece of 
clay. 
The nest consists of two rooms. 
Sometimes there are three or four fire­ 
flies, and t h e i r blaze in the little cells 
dazzles the e y e s of the bats, which of­ 
ten destroy the young of these birds.” 
Perhaps other animals are scared off 
by the baya bird's electric light, since 
a writer iii Nature records this curi­ 
ous observation: “I have been Informed 
on safe authority that the Indian bot­ 
tle bird protects his nest at night by 
sticking several of these glow beetles j 
around the entrance by means of clay, 
and only a few days back an intimate 
friend of my own was watching three 
rats ou a roof rafter of his bungalow.

smoker will bo eng iged by that corpora­ 
tion in anv capacity. 
The superintend­ 
ent has become convinced that habitual 
cigarette smokers are untrustworthy, 
aud, therefore, the above named action 
has been taken. We hope that the time 
will soon come when boards of educa­ 
tion will take similar action, and abso­ 
lutely refuse to employ, or retain in 
their employ any teacher who is ad­ 
dicted to the vile habit of cigarette 
I smoking. 
Perhaps the time may come, 
too, when college authorities will refuse 
: to have in attendance students whose 
whole physical and mental, to say noth 
i mg of moral, vigor is being sapped daily 
by the use of the cigarette. 
Only posi­ 
tive and severe measures will ever avail 
in stamping out the nuisance, and it is 
hoped that the action of the superintend­ 
ent of the Southern Railw ay System will 
furnish an example to be followed by 
many others in authority.

Dr. Buchanan says: “ At night each 
of the habitations Is lighted up by a 
firefly stuck in the top with a piece of 
clay. 
The nest consists of two rooms. 
Sometimes there are three or four fire­ 
flies. and their blaze in the little cells 
dazzles tin* eyes of the bats, which of­ 
ten destroy the young of these birds.*’

W a sh in g to n , Jan. 10.—“ That m an 
little knows the common people of the 
republic, little understands the instincts

The speech 
created a profound impression. 
When he declared, with deep solem­ 
nity, to those “ whose voices in America 
have cheered those misguided natives 
on to shoot onr soldiers down, th at the 
blood of those dead and wounded boys 
of our is on their hands, and the flood 
of years can never wash th at stain 
aw ay,” there was a deep, although sup­ 
pressed, sen itiou among his auditors. 
At the conclusion of the speech tre­ 
mendous 
and 
unrestrained applause 
swept over the galleries, aud it wa* 
notable that Secretary of the Treasury 
Gage, who ooocunied a seat in the sena­ 
tors gallery, was a participant m it.

COOKERY IN BOLIVIA. 


fTbr Nutlonut DImIi, I hupe. and How 
II I n l*r«*p«r»-d. 
The ptoven ol the Bolivian Indians 
a re curious things. 
A hole is dug in 
tin ground about IS inches deep and a 
foet square, and over this is built a 
rmt of clay with holes of different 
sizes to receive the various cooking 
pots. 
Roasting is done on spits pass- 
t<) through the holes, so that the meat 
tomes out very much smoked unless 
great care is taken to have only live 
<*<»alb at the bottom of the oven. 
The national dish and the common 
food of the m asses is “chupe," a sort 
of lirst cousin to the Irish stew. 
It Is 
a conglomerate, composed of irregular 
constituents from the anim al and vege­ 
table kingdoms, a mess of m utton and 
such other m eats as are 
available; 
chicken, fish, fruits, potatoes, carrots, 
barley, corn. ri«*e. onions, yams. etc.. 
chopped up. highly seasoned with pep­ 
pers and herbs and stewed to a con­ 
sistency of porridge. 
W hat happens 
to ia* left from one meal simmers in 
the pot until the next. 
If the tire goes 
out. the ••efiupe” i* allowed to cool, 
hut it is w arm ed up again aud a new 
supply of the ingredients added to the 
water logged and greasy stuff tor the 
next meal.
